THE PRANCHISB IN ENGLAND. 

The discussion of the qaestion of the cx- 
taiiiion of tlis franchise in tlia House ol 
Commons is a mailer of deep intereal to 
every British community. Although wt 
baTe already referred to tha sabjeet, we 
tbiok ils Importance demands a more ex- 
tended consideration. Amongst tho argu- 
ments brought forward by Mr. liaines, the 
member nrbo introduced the bill, there are 
aomo Blatiatic3 worth republishing. The in- 
increise of education in Eogliind is thus 
given : Id 1818 there ware 647,000 day 
■cbolars, malting one to every Bsventeen of 
the population. A commission issued sub- 
aequent to tho passing of the Reform Bill, 
ahowed the number to have increased to 
1,276,000, or one in cloven of tho popnla- 
tioD. In 1858, tho results of another coni- 
miaiion showed tbat ^tbe namber had 
reached 2,535,000. In the census of 1861, a 
similar return was made, with the addition 
of those who were educated privately, ma- 
king ihe number 3,120,000. With regard to 
tho literature of the country, thero were in 
England 27 papers with a daily circulation 
of 263,000; in Wales 1, with a cirtulation 
of 2,000 ; io Ireland 14, with a oircalation of 
96,000 ; in Scotland 0, with a circulation of 
77,000; and in Jersey 1, with a circulation 
of 1000 ; amounting lo an aggregate daily 
cironlalion of 439,000. The circnlation of 
provincial weekly papers was 3,907.500 per 
issue, ahOwiog on increase from 1831, oi 
1,313 per cent. The increase of tho maga- 
lines, periodicals, and serials, and of tho 
higher works of literature — such as history, 
biography, and the novel, was equally great, 
while tho immoral publications had decreased 
in the short space of throe years, Itoin 52,000 
to 9,060. If we wanted evidence of the in- 
tellectual ndvaocement of a people, we could 
not go to sources superior to these. Yet 
with this eitraordinaiy progress ol the nation 
at large, before them, a majority of the 
Ilonse ol Commons concluded that it was 
inexpedient to admit any portion of tbat 
elass wbiob comprises tbree-lourths of the 
whole population, within the* palo of the 
franchise. There is something laughable ia 
the argnroents of the Conservative sages, as 
well as in the fears of the London Times. 
" The country is going along well enough; 
why do you seek to disturb that which is 
quiet." Tba members are not altogether 
against extending Ihe franchise ; but then, 
you know, the present time is exceedingly 
inopportnne, and it is better to postpone it. 
Tha stalcncss of the subterfuge makes its 
absurdity the more intolerable. \Vho ever 
beard the obstructives ol a nution yet admit 
tbat tba present was a time for poliiical 
cbange. " Reform," says a distinguished 
writer inony years dead, " is admired by all 
who Cannot effect it, anil abused by all who 
can ; it is ibought pregnant rrilh danger, Tor 
all time that is present, but would Lave been 
extremely profitable for that which is past, 
and will be highly salutary for that which is 
to come ; therefore, it faas been thought tx~ 
pedieni for all administrations which have 
been or that wili be, but by any par<iculur 
one which is, it is considered like Scotch 
grapes, to be very aeldonrt ripe, au^l by the 
time it is so, to hs quite out of season." If the 
writer of these pungent paradoxes bad lived 
to witness the debate in the House of Com- 
mons on the llth of May last, he would have 
had the satisfaction of hearing these senti- 
ments re-produced in ncillier irony nor jost 
but with all tha gravity of men who believed 
the whole weight of the British Constitutiou 
was resting on their sbouldeA. Happily, the 
intellect of tho House of Commons is on the 
side of the Liberals. Wo do not mean by tho 
term snch men na Palmerston and many of 
his confreres, who are ranged under this 
bead — for we know that if we scratch these 
pieudo-reformers, bo it never so slightly, the 
old Tory blood will ooze out; — but we mean 
the Uladstones and the Gibsons — the Cobdens 
and tbe Brights— met. whose naniod will be 
household words, when the feehle-ininJed 
Conservatives have drified into ol'livicn. 

The champions of the respoctivo parties 
— tha reformers and the obstructives — were 
the Cbaoeellor of tbe Exchequer, and 
tbe celebrated Irish barrister, Mr. Whit- 
side. Mr. Qladstono's arguments, although 
delivered with all tha grace o( a fini.^hed 
orator, were not G.raelly original. John 
Stuart Mill had enuiiiiiaied lliu same ideas 
before him, and Baron Humboldl hud expres- 
sed similar views to many of those which the 
Cbancollor of tha Exchequer laid before his 
ratber illogical opponents. There is no 
demerit in this, for it only shows that the 
conclusions arrived ut by the two ^reat pro- 
found thinkers of tha prusaiit ceiiiury could 
not be much improved upon in Ihe House of 
Commons. Mr. Gladstone does justice to 
tbe patience and long-sulTering of tbe Eng- 
lish populace, lie [loints to llio terrible 
ordeal through which tlipy have pasiod , and 
tbe scalhelessness with which lliey have 
emerged. Self-restraint, the great quality 
even in legislators, be shows to have been 
possessed by even the English workmen in 
no ordinary degree, and in pathetic tones be 
describes how tbe oegleotad working clas- 
ses had been left " lo labor and to wail." 

" V. ii truo" says Hr. Oladstone repeating what 
tbe working mea'a depuUition had said to him, 
" that since the abolitioa of tha corn lawa we 
have ffiven up Parliamentiiry BRiiatlon — wo began 
to feel then that we niiuht pl«co conHdenco in 
Parliament— that vre inishl Icmk to rurllament lo 
pass beneficial nicajuroB nilhuut agimiioii. Wc 
were told then to abandon tboae habits of politl- 
eal action which had so much intetleicd wiili tho 
•rdlnarj ocoapaitons of our Uvm. and we haio 
endeavored to substltula for them the eropluymcnt 
of our eveniiigs in tbe improveiuentor our minda,- 
but don't turn round on us, and saj that we don't 
ears for the extension of tbe franchise because wc 
don't agitate for iu" 

Here is the modest and temperate language 
•f these dangerous workiiig-mon— a well-me- 
litled rebuke adminiateicd tu their libellcis 
in a softness of phraseology that could not 
offend th most fastidious. Well, the Coiiset" 
vativo logicians personated by Mr. While- 
side, first ''deny tho abstract right of any class 
of persons in the oountry lo possess votes, or 
tbat tbe Constilalioa ever asserted that prin- 
ciple," This, however, is not deemed con- 
elosive enough, end so they oontond (bat thero 
is danger to tho country in admitting these 
men to tbe exercise of the franchise. But 
Mr. tiladstoua shows that the men are quair- 
ded—tbat ihejr are ■dnnatad," iadititrit^as, 



well-bebared, and do not rush Soto aijilatiau 
oven on Ibis question, io which they are so 
deeply interested. "Then why," replies Mr. 
Whiteside, "do you insist on giving them a 
thing ibty can evidently, according to your 
own showing, do well withoul; the mun are 
qniet, sober, eontcotedj aoda'^! ^.?.iSS>S^Sjl^r. 
ably under tbe pre8Bnt"8y»t5'm. Why change 
it ?" With such flippancy and silly sophis- 
try do tbeao inconsistent debaters enlighten 
tbe Uouse. First, the working olosses are a 
dangerous, ogitating set of men; ergo, they 
should not possess the Iranchiso. Then they 
arc an indastrions, contented people; ergo, 
they don't require the franchise. 

" Every man" saya Mi-. Ghidslono, horri- 
fying the poor London limen into sontimenis 
that would have been very apropo.^ one hun- 
dred ycnra ago — 

" Every man who is not presumitbly incapaciti- 
ted br sumo consideration of personal tinfilnois 
or political danger Is niorully entitled to come 
wilhin the palo of tlio Constitution. Of course, 
the meaning of that is this that sudden, violent, 
and intoiioating changes must be avoided, but 
tbat Btneas for tho franchise, when it is shown 
to exist— n J I say it is shown to exist in the case 
of a select portion of the worlcing classes— is not 
repelled on sufficient grounds from the pillar of 
the Constitulion by tho allegation tbat things ate 
aa well as they are." 

We can well imagine tbe eRect of suob 
sentiments as these falling among the fossils 
of tho Elizabethan period, and we can also 
picluro the consternation of these ancients 
when Mr. Gladstone informs them, in answer 
to their assertion that there is no agitation for 
tjform, thai — 

"Agitation by the working elasios upon any 
politioal subject whatever is a thing not to bu 
waited for, not to be made a condition proTioui to 
any Parliamentary movement, but, on flio con- 
trary, ia to be deprecated and. if possible, pre- 
vented by wise and provident measures. An agi- 
tation by tho working classes is not like an 
agitation by the classes above them having leis- 
ure. The agitation of tho classes baring leisure 
is easily oondusted. Every hour of their time 
has not a money value; thoir wives and children 
are not dependent uu the applicalion of those 
hours of labor. W'hen a working man finds hini- 
aelf in such a condition that he must abandon 
that daily l.ibor on which ho is strictly dependent 
for his daily Ijread, it is only because then. In 
railway language, "the danger signal is turned 
on," and because he feels a strong necessity for 
action and a distrust in tho rulers who have drireu 
him to llial necessity." 

As wc havo previously anuouncod, tiio bill 
wa.s dolealed — the numbers being 272 to 210. 
Tho liglil has ooinmoncod, however, aiid un- j 
dar tbe leadership of a man of Uladstono's 
genius, the triump cannot be long delayed. 
Tho inaction of tba British public will not 
aflord tbe Conservatives an argument much 
longer. The working classes were taunted 
with being under tbe induonca of dema- 
gogues, and in ocaseless agitation, until thoy 
at last relapsed into quietude. Now they are 
told they don't require anything because they 
don't Dgitale. It is well, however, they 
should have learnt the hollowness of Parlia- 
mentary protenoes, and discovered that their 
great weapon is loud, determined and un- 
ceasing agitation.

Tnc ExpLORlKQ Expedition.— The Ex- 
ploration Committee met yesterday at noon, 
and received a verbal report of the doings 
of the expedition from Dr. Brown, who un- 
expectedly returned on Wednesday night 
from Port San Juan, where the parly are 
stationed at present. The journal of tba ex- 
pedition waj also laid before the committee. 
So far as we have been able to gather from 
ontside sources, v,o learn that Dr. Brown 
states he baa di.'scovered thousands of 
seres of open ngricallural land, tracts ol 
valuable timbov lands taljacent to the soa, a 
seam of good coal, 2 feet ibiclc at tho sur- 
face, and that an Indian hsd brought a piece 
of gold quartz valued ar Sa to tho party, and 
offered to conduct them to tha spot where he 
found it. The committee sent a deputation to 
the Governor, after the meeting, to re(iueat 
, him to reserve all discoveriea made till the 
exploration has been terminated, which His 
Excellency has agreed to do. We bare not 
learned whether tba eoramiitee intend to 
make tha proceefJioga of tho expedition pub- 
lic, or to keep the whole a secret till the final 
return of the expedition. We feel sure, 
however, that the community nl largo wish 
to be informed of the genuine results, if any, 
of the exploration, and that wbalerer bene-, 
fits aro to be derived from ihe discoveries 
made shall ba available with the least possi- 
ble delay. ^ 

Wuisiv Seli.i.vo. — William Ross was 
charged yesterday in the Police Court with 
lolling a bottle of spirits to an lodiun. The 
evidence of the Indian who obtained the bot- 
tle was taken, and Ross was remanded for 
one day. A colored man named Joha Da 
Coata, well known to ihe Polica, was also 
oharijed witli tho same offenca; on being asked 
l)y the raagislruto how ha pleaded, ho replied, 
•"well. Captain, I waa light, fud don't know 
notin;,' about dem bottles." The evidence of 
two officerH, ami two Indians, however, was 
<:onclu3ive thai he did know something about 
•"dem botllet," and he waa fined 8100, and in 
default, to sulier six month's' imprisonment. 

Cruel Muudkb.— An Indian woman, be- 
lieved lo belong to Saanich, was yesterday 
found brutally murdered in the vicinity ol 
Esquimau. The eyes of tho unfortuiiato vic- 
tim had been gouged out, and Bho^was etab- 
bed in several places, and stripped nearly 
naked. The polica were soon inlornnod of tho 
oirourastance, and instituted a search, but 
failed to discover tho perpetratora of the foul 
<ieed. Tbay ara supposed to havo been In- 
dians, and Ifoui tho lootinarks around the 
body, wore evidently several in number. Wo 
understand that an inquest «ill be hold on 
the body to-day. 

The Caroo or tub Rotal CHAni.ti — 
Contrary to cxpeclalion that portion of thu 
«argo of this vessel which has been dis- 
charged i« turning out in good order. Two 
of our merchants who have receivod goods 
by her, hiivo found on opening tba ziric-linod 
Maes, thai the coutenis were perfectly un- 
injured.

about l^.i miles by my calculalion. 'I'he 
land was very good but vary thickly limber- 
ed in pincoa, tbo timber being of great size 
and good quality with many very large ce- 
dnrs ; the land ia ralhei undulating, but not 
billy except near the two bays where it 
appears to be very elevated. Tha two bays 
may 1 think bo connected if necessary by 
railway at a moderate cost, there being any 
quantity of timber lo build it with from the 
one point to tha olhor. Returned to the 
t,nip about G o'clock not having been able to 
^et upon tha beach in Paoheaa Buy in con- 
se(iuouce of its being so precipitous where 
wo atruck it, arid tba underwood bein^ thick 
we could not stop to get through il, as it 
would possibly take us some hours to do so. 

Aftor prospecting soiao two weeks in this 
vicinity, making vary little progress through 
the deaso undorwood, being unable to pro- 
ceed along the shoro by csnoo on account of 
tba tremendous surf, and drenched mean- 
while by frequent rain storme, tha party 
again went to Pacbena Bay and proipeclod 
its shorea and 

riCHBMA RIVBB. 

June 17th. — This morning we went to the 
bottom ! of Pacbena Bay, and prospected the 
river as far as we could go without great dif- 
ficulty; afterwards proapeoled the west side 
of the Bay— the whole of the rocks being gra- 
nite Tha sides of tho river running Irom 
the bottom of the bay have fine patches of 
fine level ground, thickly covered with grass 
of a considerable height; but I am of opinion 
that the land rauat bo undir water at high 
tides. Upon the eastern side of the boy and 
river the land is thickly timhared, but tha 
underwood ia not quite so lliiok na wo havo 
eeueral'y four.d it upon the coast; the ground 
ia good, nod tolerably even, except an occa- 
sional ridge of rock. A schooner ol five or 
six feet draught of wa'.er may lio up the river 
at low water, but would have to get in at 
high water. There seems to be abundanco 
of deer and elk. and also of lur animals, in 
this locality; The Indians, however, arc bad 
to deal with; they are very diaagreeiblo in 
their manners, and require a great deal of 
wolchiug. I have reason lo believe that we 
have had several little things stolen by them, 
allboOBfa we have invariably kept a strict and 
close watch upon tham. Unless aomolhing 
better toroa up, I hope lo cloio here to-mor- 
row. 

COFFIB AMD COAb. 

Pout days' more iaeSeotual prospecting 

through a frightful country, and the parly are 
atlenglh rewarded by learning from tho In- 
dians of the locality ol some valuable copper 
and coal deposits, Tha diary goes on as fol-. 

lows: — 

June 23rd. — Thi weather thij morning ia 
aa bad as yesterday, wa cannot Iburcforo 
leave here to-day. Ate-es-jeb (the Indian 
chief here,) — (Tiuquanabs) camo into our 
camp this morning about half-past 3 o'olook, 
and said that ba wanted me to go with him 
and aaolher Indian (named Jem) to go and 
see some atone that Jem bad found; he faid 
that il waa naceaaary that I should go then, 
as the tide would turn soon, and thao wo 
could not go. I aceordingly decided to go. 
They took me along the coast abont a mile east 
from here, when they turned up a rather 
narrow Inlei, bat of aaCBcient width to admit 
of a moderate sized veaiel. This led into a 
long lagoon or lake, into which wawent, I 
suppose, about two miles. How much further 
it eitends I oaniiot say, but 1 bow suffieisnl 
of it to wiirrant mo in saying that there is a 
harbor hero, l»ri»o and deep enough for the 
whole ol Her Majesty's navy, the only ob- 
jeolion to It being its entrance; but at ex- 
ircmo tides, that ia to aay at the turn of tho 
tides — high or low — vessels would have no 
difliculiy in getting in and out. Upou the 
banks of this lake, probably two miles from 
its entrance, the Indian pointed out to ma 
what I immediately recognised aa a lead of 
copper — of which I am in hopes tha B,.S. .M. 
Co. will have occasion to he pleased — it is 
immediately upon the water's edge, and lying 
a very little above the water, and nppeata to 
bo dipping inland. This is the firat, and I 
think the richest, but there aro Itto or three 
others, each richer than ibe one on Barclay 
Sound, aad assh of wbioh lia some eight or 
ten feet above tha water; in each oase the 
ore seems to be lying in a bed of limestone, a 
sample of which I bring with me. Tbe lime- 
stone exists to an unlimited extent. The lake 
is nearly surrounded by mountains, tbo bot- 
tonia ol which extend to the waler'a edge; 
there aro, however, one or two level places, 
but which ioeined to be heavily timbared. — 
Whilst goin;; up tha lake, another Indian 
whom wo mel, said thai ho knew where 
there was a bed of coal not far from there, 
but ho would go and fetch mo a sample du- 
ring the day, and if it proved to be coal, he 
would then show me its wheteabouia, 

JcNR 24th. — The sample of coal brought 
by the Indian looks good; he say* there is a 
large quantity of it. I have made an arrange- 
ment with the ebief lo give him 25 blankets 
to bring in a canoa load to Victoria; he will 
not ba more than a week or ton days. In 
llio moan time I concluded to return to Vic- 
toria, as the Company will recjuiro to change 
the lines ol thair reserve. 

On tho return ol Mr. liobinson to Victoria, 
and the reception of bia report by tbe Com- 
pany, wa understand that it was determined- 
provided the Governor sb^M agree to obange 
the lines of ibeir reserve, \>nd continue to 
thorn tbe privileges granted by his predeces- 
sor—to fit out another party on a more ex- 
tensive Bo»lB,and dispatch them at once to the 
locality of the diecovories. One of the privi- 
leges allowed to the Company by Iho lato 
Oovetnor, waa that Ihoy should have eighteen 
roonthain which to organiae a company in 
England.
